SCHOOLS CLOSE ON 1 7th 



. A tax rate of 19 mills, the same 
as that of the past few years, was 
established by the school board 
in its May meeting. A per capita 
tax of $5, which also was collected 
last year, was provided for. 

The latter levy is assessed 
against every adult in the bor- 
ough, whether or not property is 
owned or any other tax paid. It 
affects about 2500 persons. 

The per capita tax was estab- 
lished several years ago to prevent 
an increase in the real estate mil- 
lage. It has produced sufficient 
revenue to make possible to keep 
the 19-mill rate unchanged, and 
school board members believe 
that increases in the future are 
improbable. 

Practically every school district 
in the State now levies a per cap- 
ita tax, usually amounting to 
from $3 to $5 per head. It corre- 
sponds in many ways to the occu- 
pation tax set by Council, save 
that the school tax is uniform for 
all residents. 

The election of two new teach- 
ers was announced by the board. 
They are Miss Amy J. Enion and 
Miss Ethel Williams. Miss Enion, 
who will be assigned to the first 
grade, is a graduate of the West 
Chester Normal School and has 
had five years' experience. She is 
now a junior at State College and 
comes to Narberth highly rec- 
ommended. 

Miss Williams will be the first 
head of the kindergarten to be 
established in the fall. She was 
chosen for the post after a long

the captains of several neighboring 
troops. After luncheon, the troop, 
led by its own bugle and drum 
corps, inarched on to the field in 
the rear of the building and made 
a formation in front of a tent 
pitched by one of the patrols. 
Thirty-one Merit badges were 
then awarded to the various scouts 
by Dr. Anthony, the former rector 
of the Wayne Episcopal Church, 
under whose guidance the troop 
was started ten years ago. The 
captain then read out the various 
bits of community service per- 
formed by the troop during the 
past year, which included a gift of 
$25 to the Mississippi Flood Fund, 
which was earned individually by 
the scouts ; working with the 
Neighborhood League of Wayne 
and entertaining at various times 
the children at the Bryn Mawi 
Hospital. A prize was awarded 
the patrol making the highest 
number of points in the Inter- 
Patrol Contest the past year, and 
two prizes each of $2.50 in gold 
was awarded the two scouts who 
have made the most notable im- 
provement in their scout work 
during the period. The Boy Scout 
who has trained the bugle and 
drum corps so faithfully the past 
season was presented with a hand- 
some kodak by the corps for use 
on his European trip this summer 
with the sixteen Eagle Scouts of 
the Wayne Troop. 

The Leaders' Association at 
their regular meeting Monday had 
a picnic supper, followed by an 
election of officers, at the Narberth 
Scout House. Mrs. John Nash, 
of Narberth, was unanimously 
re-elected chairman, and Miss 
Jeanette Campbell, of Ardmore. 
secretary and treasurer. Plans 
were made for participation in the 
Girl Scout Day at Willow Grove. 
July 1. Quite a number of the 
leaders expressed their intention 
of attending the Leaders' Week- 
end, beginning June 10, at Camp 
Tall Trees. "More leaders" is to 
be the slogan of the association 
during the summer months, it was 
announced. 



With the growth of the Philadel- 
phia suburbs in the past yeajs and 
with their development to the 
point where they are virtually a 
part of the city, economically and 
socially, there has been a growing 
movement in some quarters in 
Philadelphia aiming at the even- 
tual annexation of the suburbs. If 
this movement reaches the point 
where it will be officially incorpor- 
ated in the city's development pro- 
gram, extreme oposition will be met 
from the suburbs — at least from 
the Lower Merion and the Nar- 
berth part of them. So a canvass 
here revealed this week. 

Opposition, it was pointed out, 
would be forthcoming for several 
reasons and from many groups. 
One would be from home owners 
in this section who formerly re- 
sided in Philadelphia. Lower Meri- 
on and Narberth are made up al- 
most entirely of such who moved 
here because they objected to con- 
ditions in the city. That these 
would welcome annexation and a 
return to those conditions is de- 
batable. 

Then there is the fear that these 
suburbs annexed would lose their in 
dividuality in the huge city govern- 
mental super-structure, that the 
voters and property owners here 
would have little voice in the gov- 
erning of this section. Lower Meri- 
on and Narberth and the suburban 
communities around Philadelphia 
are generally regarded as much bet- 
ter governed than the city. They 
are smaller units and for that rea- 
son the various township commis- 
sions and borough councils are 
more attentive to the desires of 
their voters. Reforms and ad- 
vancements in government have 
been instituted which it is believed 
would be impossible if these com- 
i munities were a part of the city. 
One of these cited is zoning. 
Narberth put in a zoning law for 
its protection over a year ago, and 
Lower Merion established one two 
months ago. Philadelphia has been 
contemplating zoning for years, but 
each time it has been brought up, 
powerful interests have defeated 
the project which had the backing 
of Germantown and like divisions. 
These districts, particularly "Ger 1 
mantown, have shown a progres- 
sive and political independence of 
thought which has always been 
balked by the central city govern- 
ment and the fate which they have 
met is not one which will induce 
the suburbs to look upon annexa- 
tion to Philadelphia with a friend- 
ly eye. 

Politics Big Factor. 
Added to these arguments of 
government, there is the matter of 
politics. This section has never 
been friendly to the Vare brand of 
politics which has ruled Philadel- 
phia. The suburbs, particularly the 
Montgomery county ones, have al- 
ways been on the other side of the 
fence in State political battles. 
That the rank and file of Republi- 
can voters here, as well as those 
in charge of the county political or^ 
ganization, would favor annexation 
which would throw them into the 
enemy camp is ridiculous. All the 
economical and social arguments 
against city annexation aside, the 
opposition which would be forth- 
coming for this political reason 
alone would be powerful enough to 
prevent for a long time the favor- 
able majority — and — more vote 
here which would be necessary be- 
fore the annexation plans could be 
successful. ' 



Our Regional Planning Board, how- 
ever, says that this Is not the logical 
answer. One reason is that a city an- 
nexing its suburbs becomes unwieldy. We 
feel that a plan similar to the one used 
at Boston is more desirable. The city of 
Boston instead of gobbling up its sub- 
urban communities has brought 41 of 
them together in a joint Metropolitan 
Planning Commission. Here the city and 
its outlying communities have been 
able to work in co-operation on joint 
problems such as highways, water sup- 
ply, sewerage systems, parks and the 
like. And these common problems have 
been settled satisfactorily without any 
of the suburban communities being 
forced to give up their Independence 
as governmental units. 

"There are problems which every com- 
munity in a metropolitan region have 
that are common. They can't be solved 
independently for long, and the de- 
velopment of co-operation in solving 
these is the only antidote for annxea- 
tion. Such a scheme of co-operation has 
been developed In the Boston metropol- 
itan area and we believe it can be done 
here. We prefer this to annexation be- 
cause we feel it is a more satisfactory 
and a more wholesome solution. 

"Another argument against annexa- 
tion," Mr. Strong continued, "is that 
cost of government in the city Increases 
as to the square of population. Research 
is now being made into this and I think 
It will soon prove conclusively that an- 
nexation may not be economical."

While there has been a growing feel- 
ing in some quarters in Philadelphia 
that the city should gobble up Its sub- 
urbs, it is admitted that the question 
has not yet reached the point where 
need of active defense has been neces- 
sary by the various suburban communi- 
ties. It is doubtful if this stage ever 
will be reached because the city itself 
is not unanimous in the belief. that the 
suburbs should be annexed. Some 
groups feel rather than annexation, a 
plan of co-operation in the metropoli- 
tan district similar to that now in force 
in Boston should be favored. 

One of the principal backers of this 
scheme is the Philadelphia Eegional 
Planning Board which has the support 
of the Philadelphia Chamber of Com- 
merce, other city civic bodies and indi- 
vidual business interests. Some of its 
arguments have been that annexation 
would 'be Illogical,' that it would make 
the city government increasingly un- 
wieldy, that it would Increase the taxes 
and the cost of city government, that 
it would add to the traffic and conges- 
tion problems that Philadelphia is al- 
ready seeking to solve. 

Howard Strong, of Narberth, member 
of the board, was one of those Inter 
viewed in connection with the annexa 
tlon question. He explained the attitude 
of The Regional Planning Commission. 

"There Is no question," he said, "but 
that the suburbs from an economical, 
and , a social stanpolnt have grown to 
a stage where they are really a part of 
the city. There is a feeling in certain 
parts that Philadelphia should reach 
out and take in these surrounding 
townships and boroughs Just as New 
York has been doing and is again con- 
templating doing. This is the logical 
result of having many Independent 
communities with the same govern- 
mental problems.

TEAM HAS NEVER LOST 



Lower Merion's undefeated 
track team marched to another vic- 
tory and took the Suburban 
Championships at Cheltenham, 
Saturday.

"Chickens and — " 

Several weeks ago an enthusiastic 
"gentleman farmer'' recommended to 
the library a book for children on 
growing vegetables and chickens for 
profit. Following is his review of the 
book: 

In "Chickens and Vegetables Incor- 
porated," Samuel Emery tells how a 
father turned the efforts of his sons 
to earn vacation money into an educa- 
tion in the elements of finance. They 
formed a corporation, issued stock, in 
which they traded among themselves, 
thereby learning some factors that in- 
fluence prices; they issued bonds to 
finance an extension of their chicken 
business, and learned how to make a 
balance sheet, which taught them the 
meaning of assets, depreciation, sink- 
ing fund, etc. 

All this is so simply and clearly 
stated that a child can understand it. 
but unfortunately there is too little 
story, too little action, to hold the 
child's interest and sugar-coat the in- 
formation. 

There are, however, two classes to 
whom the book might' be very useful. 
First, to parents who might wish to 
adapt the methods to the instruction 
of their own youngsters. Second, to 
adults who would like to understand 
the mysteries of finance, but find the 
technical jargon of the financial jour- 
nal or manual an obstacle.

ON USE OF FLAG 



Reminder Issued for Guidance 

of Residents on 

Flag Day. 



PART OF CODE QUOTED 

Anticipating a wide observance of 
Flag Day in Narberth next Tues- 
day, the Dr. Benjamin Rush Chap- 
ter, D. A. R., has issued a resume 
of several of the important rules 
on the use of the flag. • 

The statement of the chapter 
follows : 

"i. The flag should be displayed 
only from sunrise to sunset, or be- 
tween such hours as may be desig- 
nated by proper authority. 

"2. When carried in a procession 
with another flag or flags, the flag 
of the United States of America 
should be either on the marching 
tight, that is the flag's own right, or 
when there is a line of other flags 
the flag of the United States of 
America may be in front of the 
center of that line. 

"3. When the flag is displayed 
in a manner other than by being 
flown from a staff it should be dis- 
played flat, whether indoors or out. 
When displayed either horizontally 
or vertically against a wall, the 
Union should be uppermost and to 
the flag's own right, i. e., to the ob- 
server's left. 

"When festoons, rosettes or 
drapings are desired, bunting of 
blue, white and red should be 
used, but never the flag. 

"4. When the flag is in such a 
condition that is is no longer a fit- 
ting emblem for display, it should 
not be cast aside, but destroyed as 
a whole, privately, preferably by 
burning or by some other method 
in harmony with the reverence and 
respect we owe to the emblem 
representing our country."
